From July, 1947 through lovomber, 1948, stubs have been located for evexir 
month mlth the exoeptiona of February. 1 948 and August ,^947* The remitter 
in every instance with one emoeption has been mLLIAU PERL - HENRIETTA 
SAVAGE was the rohittor for the July* 1947 order* 

From December, 1948 to January, 1950, only one stub has been located* This 
was remitted by VIVIAH 6LASSUAK in August* 1949* The POst Office has oheoked 
all orders emlnating from lew York Ci% and Ohio during this period* Thox'^ 
the Post Master has been veiy cooperative in this regard, the task of checking 
every money order reoeived during this period at the Ithaoa Post Office would 
be quite an order* The following has been suggested by the Money Order Clerk*

to Dr. PETERS, CARO^AYTOM did not advise her of an^’ Infatuation or 
Indicate any Intere^ In the subject. Ar the recnlled« ehe did not 
tell CAROL DATTOK that she wne polng for a vacation to Seventh Lake 
and ae far ee she knows, CAROL DAYTOtl did not know that she would be 
there and therefore, DAYTON would be unable to contnet her there. 6he 
denied hp.vln/r received any Information bp to the ure^ent vhersebTitr 
of 'the sublet or CAROL DAYTON. 


The writer saw the two DAYTON children at the Cfrr. and in this 
connection ehe stated that her huebnnd, DR. iduiARD P2TE) S, had visited 
BRJCZ DATTOK at Ithaca, Mew York and Inarnuch as BRUCS DAYIOH was 
extremely busy atteiatulng to finish Ms thesle and dolnr t-.e concludine 
work on the cycltron. Dr. PLIERS offered to take the DAYIOU c-'Mdreri 
off of BRUCE D/iYTOM'S hands so that he could concentrotE on finishing 
hie vor/. there. 


Dr. HAIJ A PETERS Indicated that r'le war B-,.ored at the conduct 
of CAROL DAYTOM and could not explain it.

and had not seen the subject. She did see Dr. BEhiiAkD piTQ-.S and 
rtated that he had used her phone on occarlons to cell Hochester, 

Mew York. 


Ihe vrlter talked with the postmaster ei Inlet, Hev York end he 
stated th’t he hed not received suoy mall for the jmhject or
